REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicants' claims have been allowed because the Applicants have further limited the 
catalyst of their independent claims to include either sulfur or phosphorus, and there is 
no motivation to modify the catalyst of U. S. Pat. 6,080,376 to include the claimed sulfur 
or phosphorus. As the Attorney pointed out in the Remarks filed on May 4, 2009, the 
catalyst that contains sulfur or phosphorus in U. S. Pat. 5,591 ,414 is drawn to an 
entirely completely different catalyst system than that of U. S. Pat. 6,080,376. The 
sulfur or phosphorus-containing catalyst of U. S. Pat. 5,591 ,414 is drawn to a catalyst 
that removes hydrocarbon components out of an exhaust gas (please see col. 2 Ins. 20- 
35 in U. S. Pat. 5,591,414) - not to a catalyst that reduces NOx in a gas with ammonia 
(as is the case for U. S. Pat. 6,080,376).
